1955-1956 

It  is  September  23,  1955,  and  to  the  rest  of  the  world  it  is  just  another  day.  But 
to  the  160  students  entering  118  Beacon  Street,  it  is  a  day  of  great  significance.  For  on 
this  day,  a  truly  rewarding  and  enjoyable  experience  begins  for  them  —  two  years  at 
Fisher  Junior  College.

Fathers  are  not  only  shown  the  college  itself,  but  attend  their 
daughters'  schedule  of  classes.  At  the  end  of  this  strenuous  evening,  refreshments  are 
served  in  the  cafeteria. 

On  December  12,  junior  class  elections  are  held.  The  results  are  Judith  Battis, 
President;  Julia  Hoffer,  Vice-President;  Patricia  Russell,  Secretary;  and  Elena  Pasquale, 
Treasurer. 

Christmas  recess,  from  December  16  to  January  3,  1956,  is  filled  with  cheerful 
farewells,  but,  in  most  cases,  still  more  cheerful  greetings  upon  return.  On  January  21, 
a  small  but  unique  Masquerade  Ball  is  held  in  the  ballroom.  Prizes  are  given  for  the 
unusual  and  imaginative  costumes  worn  by  the  couples  attending. 

At  the  beginning  of  February,  the  long-awaited  event  arrives  —  mid-year  exam- 
inations. After  much  preparation,  the  struggle  is  over  and  many  of  the  weary  combatants 
take  a  well-earned  vacation  skiing  in  the  mountains  of  New  Hampshire.

In  October,  the  school  is  decorated  with  imaginative  and  amusinug  posters  by 
the  ambitious  candidates  for  class  office.  The  results  of  the  election  are  Judith  Battis, 
President;  Barbara  Reed,  Vice-President;  Patricia  Russell,  Secretary;  and  Joanne  Mene- 
sale,  Treasurer.
